T h e P r e sid e n t F ro T em p ore T en u re D is­ 
cu ssed , h u t N o A ction T ak en . 
W a sh in g t o n, March 27th.—In the Senate 
to-day the resolution heretofore offered by 
Mitchell authorizing the Committee on 
Mines and Mining to continue the inquiry 
into the canses of delay in considering 
cases in the Mineral Division of the Gen­ 
eral Land Office was taken up ami referred 
to the Committee on Mines and Mining. 
The resolutions heretofore offered by 
Butler declaring that the tenure of the 
President pro tern, does not expire at the 
meeting of Congress after recess, but is 
held at the pleasure of the Senate, was 
taken up, and George made a constitutional 
argument in opposition to them. The reso­ 
lutions were referred. 
The Senate went into secret session, and 
at 3:30 adjourned. 


SE N A T O R IA L CAUCUS. 


T h e R ep u b lica n s A g ree N ot to D iscu ss a 
S ectlou al Issu e 
W ashington, March 27th.—The Repub­ 
lican Senators held a well attended caucus 
to-day prior to the meeting of the Senate. 
Among the subjects under consideration 
was one with reference to putting all the 
clerks on the annual lists, payment to be 
made out of the contingent fund. There 
is a general sentiment in favor of doiug 
this, but the question of its legality being 
raised, no conclusion was reached. * 
Another matter considered was, “ Shall 
Senator Coke’s speech on Southern election 
outrages be answered ? ” The conclusion 
was that there should be no further dis­ 
cussion of the subject at this session. 
After the adjournment of the Senate, the 
caucus resumed its sitting and decided that 
the employment of clerks which would re­ 
sult in an overdraft upon the contingeht 
fund was illegal, and therefore the scheme 
to make all committee clerks annual clerks 
will fail. 
A resolution was adopted, however, to 
give Senator Vance of North Carolina, a 
personal clerk. 
He has lost one eye, and 
the sight of the other is failing, and his 
Republican colleagues deemed it only just 
that he should be spared the necessity of 
U3ing his remaining eye to conduct his of­ 
ficial correspondence. 
The general opinion, so far as expressed, 
was that the Senate might reasonably ex­ 
pect to be able to adjourn on Wednesday 
or Thursday of next week. 


C A L IF O R N IA O FF IC E S. 


A n oth er M eetin g of th e D e le g a tio n W ith ­ 
ou t S electin g a S late. 
W ashington, March 27th.—The Califor­ 
nia delegation had another meeting this 
afternoon to discuss the subject of the dis­ 
tribution of Federal patronage in that 
State. They were in session two hours, 
and at the close of the hearing the mem­ 
bers declined to say what had transpired. 
It is evident that nothing is settled. 
R. L. Mizner’s hopes of a foreign appoint­ 
ment were dashed by the selection of Thos. 
Ryan as Minister to Mexico. Mr. Mizner 
had been urged for this place by the dele­ 
gation. A further attempt will be make to 
secure something for Mr. Mizner outside 
the State. 
Senator Stanford will call upon the Presi­ 
dent to-morrow to urge Mizner’s appoint­ 
ment to another Mission. If he gets noth­ 
ing onteide the State, he will be urged for 
Superintendent of the Mint. 
To-night it is said that neither Backus 
nor Chamberlain will be appointed Post­ 
master, and that an entirely new man for 
the place will be chosen. 


AFTEH ZACH MONTGOMERY’S PLACE. 
W a s h in g to n , March 27th.—It is not 
probable that any changes will be made in 
the offices of Marshal for the Northern Dis­ 
trict of California and Surveyor-General 
before the expiration of their terms. There 
is, however, a strong rivalry for the position 
of Assistant Attornev-General of the Inte­ 
rior Department, now held by Zach Mont­ 
gomery. This place, bv common consent, 
is assigned to California. Among candi­ 
dates for the place are Judge William E 
Green of Alameda, Charles' A. Garter of 
Tehama, George G. Blanchard of El Do­ 
rado, and H. V. Morehouse of Salinas 


ON TO O K LA H O M A . 


T h e P rom ised Land to b e T h row n O pen 
on A p ril 2 d . 
W a sh in g to n, March 27th.—The Presi­ 
dent’s proclamation opening the Okla­ 
homa lands to settlement on the 2d of 
April next was issued to-day. 
The proclamation, after setting forth the 
terms of the treaties of the cession of these 
lands by the Indians to the Government, 
and the Acts of Congress relative to open­ 
ing them to homestead entry, describes 
these lands minutely by meters and bounds 
reserves two acres for Government use and 
then formally declares that these lands be 
opened to homestead entry at noon of April 
2d next. 
All persons are warned ’that under the 
terms of the Act of Congress any person 
who shall occupy any of the said lands be­ 
fore the time mentioned shall be forever 
debarred from making entry thereon, and 
the officers of the United States are re­ 
quired to strictly enforce this Act. 
The Commissioner of the General Land 
Office has issued an order establishing two 
I-and Offices at Oklahoma Territory. The 
Land Office for the Western District will 
be located at King Fisher’s, State 8tation. 
and for tfce Eastern District of Guthrie.

R O B E R T T . LINCO LN. 


T h e P resid en t's 
“ S u rp rise *' G en erally 
C on ced ed to b e a H ap p y O ne. 
YVashington. March 27th.—The nomina­ 
tion of Robert T. Lincoln of Illinois tobe 
Miuister to Great Britain was President 
Harrison's personal choice. 
It was not 
Secretary Blaine's selection, although he 
conceded Mr. Lincoln’s fitness for the place. 
General Harrison knew of Mr. Lincoln’s 
capacity to discharge the duties of the 
office, and he believes that the son of the 
murdered President would be accorded as 
warm a welcome in London as would be 
fiven the son of General Grant in Vienna, 
he only Minister chosen from the West in 
late years to represent the United States at 
the Court of St. James was General Robert 
Schenck of Ohio. 
Mr. Lincoln, perhaps, does not possess 
the literary abilities of Adams. Motley and 
Lowell, but he is a level-headed American 
lawyer, who has none of the pro-British 
tastes that have rendered his predecessors 
so unpopular in this country. 
He has not 
the wealth to make any great social splurge 
in London society, and the President did 
not choose him as Minister for that pur­ 
pose. 


egan’s appointm ent. 
To jump from the highest of the Presi­ 
dent’s diplomatic appointments is to men­ 
tion the nomination of Patrick Egan to 
be Minister to Chile. Egan’s appointment 
is regarded as purely political. He has not 
been a naturaliied American citizen but 
two years. 
He was Secretary of the Land 
League, an agitator, and liia strongest back­ 
ing came from Patrick Ford, editor of the 
Irish World, and those persons who be­ 
lieved that some recognition should be ac­ 
corded the Irishmen who stood by the Re­ 
publican party in 1884 and in 1888.

Lo u isv ille (Ky.), March 27:h.—Regard­ 
ing President Harrison s diplomatic ap­ 
pointments, Mr. Watterson will say in to­ 
morrow's Courier-Journal: “ There is no 
denying that the Administration is getting 
in some very astnte political and party 
work in its appointments to office. With 
the exceptions of Wanamaker and Tanner, 
Mr. Harrison, whilst selecting active and 
orthodox Republicans of the most pro­ 
nounced description, has shocked no pop­ 
ular or moral sensibility, but has rather 
impressed the country w'ith the idea that 
he is a clear-headed, well-intentioned man, 
working for the best, with great intelli­ 
gence, within his own party lines. The 
batch of diplomatic nomina’tions sent to 
the Senate yesterday completes the list of 
foreign places of importance to be tilled, 
and though containing some surprises, it 
will, on the whole, give pretty general sat­ 
isfaction. 
“ The nomination of Robert Lincoln as 
Minister to England is at once a surprise 
and a ten-stroke. Taken in connection 
with the selection of Fred Grant for Vienna, 
it conveys an appeal to the young Repub­ 
licanism of the period which cannot fail to 
have its effect. Both these sons of illustri­ 
ous sires are American gentlemen without 
reproach, aud fully qualified, personally 
and officially, to represent their country 
handsomely and adequately in the Olil 
World. 
“ In bringing the journalism of the party 
to the front aud stimulating that import­ 
ant branch of the party service, the Presi­ 
dent shows both wisdom and sagacity. No 
better Minister to France could have been 
found in any walk of life than Whitelaw 
Reid, and no better Consul-General to Lon­ 
don than John C. New. 
“Now we have Murat Halstead to Ger­ 
many, and Thorndyke Rice to Russia. Mr. 
Rice is the editor of the North Ameritan Re 
view, a man of many accomplishments and 
large fortune, whose knowledge of Euro­ 
pean life and affairs is very great aud has 
not been acquired by any sacrifice of bis 
Americanism. The selection of Mr. H al­ 
stead for his position is a particularly 
happy one. He is already known to the 
Germans.

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THE CAREES OF JOHH BRIGHT. 


The death of John Bright, the distin­ 
guished English statesman, removes from 
the stage of action one o f the eminently 
great men of the age. 
Mr. Bright was 
born in 1811. 
By trade he was a cotton- 
spinner. 
In the leisnre between hours of 
labor he devoted himself to study, and 
especially to reading upon questions of 
political economy and researches in history 
and political scior.ee. 
He came first into 
prominence by his speeches in 1831 on the 
Church Kate agitation. 
He was given 
greater celebrity by his union with Cobden 
in the Anti-C'ocn Law Association in 1838, 
Ire being then but 27 years of age. Such 
was his success in that movement to repeal 
the corn laws that he won the appoint­ 
m ent of chief orator of the association- 
In 1844 he entered Parliament for J>ur- 
ham, and represented it for three years. 
As a co4aborer with Cobden, Fox and 
others he became an active worker for the 
cause of free trade in this period. His 
political labors were rewarded by the Act 
of 1846 for the modification of the corn 
laws ar.d finally by their repeal in 1849. 
He had a seat in Parliament from 1847 to 
1852 for Manchester, and became the ac­ 
knowledged Manchester leader. 
As Mr. Bright was a member of the .So­ 
ciety of Friends, he was uniformly an ad­ 
vocate for peaceful settlement of all diffi­ 
culties between nations. 
He was foremost 
in sending a delegation of Quakers to the 
Czar of Russia to dissuade him from war 
with Turkey, and took an especially hold 
position against England’s participation 
in the Crimean war. 
His unyielding op­ 
position to war brought him into consider­ 
able unpopularity at the time England 
and China engaged in hostilities, and his 
position entailed defeat in Manchester, 
where he had stood so firmly in the 
esteem of the electors. During this period 
of his career Mr. Bright advocated radical 
reforms in England’s financial policy, and 
was the boldest and among the first to de­ 
mand relief measures for Ireland. 
He an­ 
tagonized Russell’s ecclesiastical title bill, 
and Palmerston’s continental jwlicy, but 
was not able to accomplish all his ambi­ 
tion inspired him to undertake in those 
directions. 
Turning to Birmingham, in 1857, after 
his Manchester defeat, he secured a return 
to the Commons, when he began and main­ 
tained a general assault upou the Ministry 
of Lord Palmerston, which was compelled 
to resign because of its introduction of the 
foreign conspiracy bill. 
He was always an 
advocate for the reduction of the military 
establishment of England, and certainly 
succeeded in lessening the military spirit 
in that country. 
When the South rebelled, in the face 
of bitter opposition John Bright took his 
stand as the friend of the union of Ameri­ 
can States, and during the whole of our 
civil war he stood the unfaltering advocate 
oí the cause of the defenders of the Ameri­ 
can fiag. He did not hesitate in Parlia­ 
ment and upon the rostrum to announce 
his faith in the American republic, and to 
denounce slavery and all its associations. 
It was during this eventful period that he 
delivered his famous speech at Birming­ 
ham against the sympathizers with the 
Southern Rebellion, and in which eloquent 
delivery occurred this impaasioned proph­ 
etic utterance, quoted from the deep im­ 
press upon memory made by its fervid elo­ 
quence: "I cannot believe that civiliza­ 
tion in its journey with the sun will sink 
into endless night, to gratify the ambition 
of the leaders of this revolt who seek to 
wade through slaughter to a throne, and 
shut the gates of merev on mankind. 
I 
have another and far brighter vision lie- 
fore my gaze. 
It may lie but a vision, but 
1 will still cherish it. I see one vast con­ 
federation, stretching in unbroken line 
from the frozen north to the glowing 
south, and from the troubled waters of the 
Atlantic to the «liner shores of the Pacific 
main, aqd I see one people and one lan­ 
guage and one law, and over all that vast 
territory a home for the free and a place 
of refuge for the oppressed of every clime.” 
It was due to Mr. Bright’s efibrts in 
1865-66 that the reform bill of 1867 was 
passed, enlarging the elective franchise. 
It mast have lieen a source of gratifica­ 
tion to him that he lived to see a still 
more liberal measure enacted in 1884 bv 
his efibrts largely; twenty years before the 
voters of the United Kingdom were in­ 
creased from 1,136,000 to 2,488,000; the 
Act of 1884 raised the number to 5,000,000. 
It was during the agitation of this last bill 
that Bright made his famous speech de­ 
nouncing the House of Lords, in which he 
said that the Peers were uan arrogant and 
unpatriotic oligarchy," and declared that 
unless English freedom lie a fraud and a 
sham, the Lnglish people will know how 
to deal with a titled and hereditary Cham­ 
ber, whose arrogance and whose class self­ 
ishness has long been at war with the 
highest interests of the nation.” 
Mr. Brigiit was the originator of the 
agitation for the disestablishment of the 
Irish Church, and secured his end in 1869, 
prior to which time the Church of Eng. 
land was an Irish establishment also, and 
the source of great irritation in that 
island, (iladstone was the author of the 
disestablishment bill when he was Premier, 
but unquestionably without the aid of 
Mr. Bright, the measure, which the Lords 
at first rejected, could not have passed. 
It 


was during the three years debate of the 
question that Mr. Bright visited Ireland 
(I860), and was banqueted in Dublin. In 
1868 he was voted the freedom of the Citv 
of Edinburgh. 
Perhaps these were the 
periods in his life when the people made 
most of outward manifestation throughout 
the Kingdom of their esteem for the elo­ 
quent champion of human rights. 
Mr. Gladstone in 1868 placed Mr. Bright 
at the head of the Board of Trade, and he 
was, therefore, the first Quaker to enter 
tiie British Cabinet. 
He retires! because 
of ill health in 1870, but in 1872 again 
appeared in Parliament, and in 1873 was 
agtin in the Cabinet as Chancellor of the 
D-ichy of Lancaster. He went out with 
his party iu 1874. 
It is noticeable that while Mr. Bright in 
all else was so liberal and progressive, he 
was an opponent of woman suffrage. 
Hi* 
brother Jacob proposed it in Parliament in 
1870, and the bill granting it passed to a 
second reading by a pronounced majority, 
but the Government Of posed it, and the 
measure was finally rejected in 1873. 
In 
187C, though every year projiosed, the 
matter took new prominence by the advo­ 
cacy of Mr. Forsyth, but John Bright took 
a stand against it on the ground that the 
grant would lie detrimental to the best in­ 
terests of women, and he secured its re­ 
jection despite an affirmative support of a 
powerful character. 
In 1880 Gladstone, having been called 
to form a new Liberal Cabinet, at once 


replaced Mr. Bright in bis old position of 1 
Chancellor. In 1885 tile Premier’s position 1 
on increasing the tariff discrimination I 
against whisky antagonized 
the Irish 
members bittífríy, who complained that 
spirits were made to pay six times the 
duty put upen malt liquors drunk by the 
English people. The Pamellites and Con­ 
servatives united, and Mr. Gladstone was 
voted dawn and resigned, and so Mr. 
Bright went out of office for the last time. 
In later years Mr. Bright has taken 
comparatively little active part in English 
politics, though an intellectual headship 
of the Liberal party has never been denied 
him. 
He was looked upon as having re­ 
laxed his views considerably, and this 
led to his separation from Gladstone, with 
whom for so many years he was a close 
companion and sympathyzer. 
It is related 
th a t not very many months ago Bright 


was asked concerning his estimate of his 
old political friend, and lie replied with a 
a (piestion, as to whether Mr. Gladstone 
was not a little shaken in the head. 
The 
same person, speaking to Gladstone of 
Bright, received from the former the inti­ 
mation of his belief that the latter was of 
unsettled reason. 
John Bright was one of England’s 
greatest orators. A sa publicist lie was a 
noble example of uprightness. Political 
life never smirched his character; he was 
a clear, man through all the turmoil and 
strife of the political activity in which he 
engaged. He was possessed of remarkable 
energy, and in his pursuit of an object his 
determination was dogged and unyielding. 
If he conceived a line of action to be right 
and necessary, nothing could swerve him 
frem it. 
Policy was not a part of his 
method, but principle was his guiding star 
in whatever he advocated or did. 
Few 
men in England engaged in more philan­ 
thropic work or came into closer com­ 
munion with the people or received more 
of their sympathy or affectionate regard. 
His death is a loss that all England will 
deplore and the civilized world will regret. 
It is impossible in this sketch to more than 
refer to the more prominent events of his 
political life. In the works of humane 
societies, of those prcmotive of sobriety; 
in the labors of peace organizations, of 
moral reform, of charity, of education, of 
human freedom, he was foremost. His 
name will go down in history as that of 
one who lived a useful and a iofty life, and 
who left undone nothing he conceived he 
cou’.d do for the benefit of his fellow-men.

A PRACTICAL JOK ER. 


J u d g e B n c k le y H o ld s H im to A n sw er on 
a Seriou s C harge. 
In the Police Court yesterday morning 
John Roland was called to answer lo a 
charge of burglary. From the evidence 
brought out in the examination it appears 
that Roland was quite friendly with Hans 
Nielsen, who lives on the east side of Tenth 
street, between J and K. 
On Sunday evening Roland called to see 
Hans at the latter’s room. Not finding his 
friend in Roland proceeded to break into 
the room, taking a pair of blacksmith tongs, 
and withdrawing a s'aple which held the 
hasp of the lock. Once in the room he 
made a survey of the surroundings and 
began to figure what he could appropriate. 
He spread a couple of pair of blankets on 
the floor, and bundled into them two over­ 
coats, a couple of suits of clothing, a razor 
and strop, a bunch of keys, a wall bracket, 
and in fact everything of a movable nature 
that he could lay his hands upon. He 
carefully wrapped the bundle up end tied 
it with ropes, and walked deliberately out 
the front door and to his room in a hotel 
some three blocks distant. 
When Nielsen returned in the evening 
he missed his wardrobe and also a eonple 
of notes for $100 each. 
He was consider­ 
ably excited, and when a friend told him 
that Roland had been seen around there 
and also going down street with a big 
bundle, Nielsen at once made np his mind 
that Roland was the thief. The next day 
he informed the officers, and by noon the 
thief was in jail and all the plunder found 
in his room. 
In the Court yesterday he said it was all 
intended for a joke. 
He intended to re­ 
turn the things to Nielsen after the latter 
had been annoyed sufficiently, so as to 
have some sport with him. He could not 
account, however, for one of the stolen 
vests being packed away neatly among his 
clothes in his own trunk. When asked 
about that, he replied that “it must have 
got there by mistake.” 
Judge Buckley evidently did not see the 
point to the joke, as he held Roland to 
answer to the Superior Court with bail 
fixed a t$2,000. 
The charge of grand larceny against J. F. 
Johnson was dismissed, the Court being 
satisfied that there was 
not 
sufficient 
grounds to convict. Charles Field, a hokey- 
pokey dealer, was convicted of an assault 
with a deadly weapon and vagrancy.

The Salvation Army in this city does not 
appear to grow in num bers; in fact, there 
seems to be fewer in the ranks than there 
were two years ago. However, the small­ 
ness of its size does not seem to dampen 
any of its ardor, and five or six, with a bass 
drum, a cornet, two tambourines and good 
lungs, can make almost as much of a 
racket on the streets as the Horribles do on 
the afternoon of the Fourth of July. Grass 
Valley and Woodland have also been two 
of their objective points. 
A gentleman down from Placerville yes­ 
terday, in conversation with an old El Do- 
radoite, said: “ Oh, yes, the sm allpox 
scare is all over, but we have a greater af­ 
fliction now, and we are afraid it has come 
to stay.” When asked what it was, he re­ 
plied,"" The Salvation Army.’1 
They are a harmless people, eccentric, 
have a peculiar way of serving God. but 
the citizens of this city have become used 
to it. and the Army is not molested in its 
religious observances even by the hood- 
lnms. In a history of the Salvation Army 
in an English magazine. General Booth, 
its Commander, ssys that it now consists of 
2,593 corps in thirty-one different countries, 
and under the leadership of 7,109 officers, 
wholly devoted to the work. The present 
revenue of the Army, drawn “mainly from 
the streets and public honses.” is the great 
sura of $3.750,000. 
In England alone it 
pays rent aggregating more thau $500,000, 
and seats in the United Kingdom upward 
of 700.000 persons every Sunday. This re­ 
markable growth 
has occurred almost 
wholly during the last ten years. 


T h e S tory o f Sol S m ith H assell's L ite 
B riefly T o ld . 
Sol Smith Russell, the inimitable come­ 
dian, whose droll manner and semi-seriou* 
m irth is indescribable, kept his audience in 
a roar of laughter last evening in “ Be­ 
witched.” But the piece is unworthy of 
him, below even the least of his efforts, 
and ought tobe stricken from his repertoire. 
Compared with “ Pa,” or “ A Poor Rela­ 
tion,” it is simply a cipher. It is not sur­ 
prising that its "author telt called upon to 
apologize for this weak simulation of a 
central idea in Austey’s “ Vice Versa.” 
It 
was 
laughable, 
but 
only 
be­ 
cause 
of 
Mr. 
Russell, 
who 
would 
have quite 
as much 
entertained his 
audience in his 
old-time 
monologues, 
which recalls the fact to memory that 
Russell first appeared here, we believe, in 
monologues and character acts with the 
Berger Concert troupe—at least he early 
traveled as an eccentric character person- 
ator with that troupe, and his amiable and 
much esteemed wife was formerly one of 
the Berger sisters. A gentleman promi­ 
nent in position at the State Capitol, was 
Sol Smnh Russell's schoolmaster for a 
time, and speaks of him with interest. 
The comedian was born in Brunswick, 
Missouri, in 1848. The family removed 
to St. Louis, and from there to Jack­ 
sonville, 111. The entire family was of un­ 
usual seriousness of tnonght aud habit; in 
that respect being peculiarly noted—all ex­ 
cept Sol., he was the one restless, droll and 
untamable member. 
He seemed to be 
born with a longing for the stage, and 
while a mere lad sooght the theater and 
concert troupes on every possible occasion. 
He ran away from home and went to St. 
Louis, aud sang with a minstrel troupe, 
but returned at earnest solicitation of his 
father, and attempted to stick to school; 
bat it was useless, he couldn’t do i t ; the 
footlights were irresistible in their attrac­ 
tion for him. But his old master bears wit 
ness that though he could not be tied to 
books or business, he was always discreet 
in habit, upright, c l’an in life, straightfor­ 
ward and choice in his associations. Off of 
the stage, while relishing wit and indulg­ 
ing in huiuor as it flies, he is really 
a serious man, the cast of the family 
trait of unusual seriousness being clearly 
distinguishable in him. It is the hunior 
behind and shining through this family 
characteristic that makes him what he is, 
the drollest of comedians. 
His 
elder 
brother was a clergyman in Illinois, and a 
serious man to severity. 
His younger 
brother is a very successful practicing law­ 
yer in Minneapolis, and at the age of 
twenty “ Sol ” had earned enough to send 
this brother to college and see him safely 
through his course, to the great delight of 
the family, whose one “ black sheep ” 
proved, after all, their pride and comfort, 
for Russell's life has honored the stage and 
done credit to manliness. Now, whatever 
there may be of superstition in it, and 
whether there is any relation of the one 
fact to the other, it is true that this 
comedy off shoot from the most serious 
of families of the West was named after 
an uncle of his by marriage, who had been 
an actor, and a comedian, and an author of 
witty turn. Who shall say whether or not 
the fact iutluenced the destiny of Russell. 
The Uncle, Sol Franklin Smith, of Che­ 
nango county, N. Y., left an apprenticeship 
to printing to become an actor, gaining a 
wide reputation as a low comedian. He 
subsequently became a lawyer of distinc­ 
tion in St. Lonis, was a member of the 
Missouri State Convention in 1801, and an 
unconditional Union man in the troublous 
days. He gave three works to the press 
upon theatrical apprenticeship and jour­ 
ney work. 
One of his sons, Mark Smith, 
became an actor of distinction, and in 
America and England was widely known. 
Another son is one of the most esteemed cit­ 
izens of Sacramento, a prominent financier. 
Sol Smith was much attached to the lad, 
Sol Smith Russell, to whom he had given 
his name, and who shall say that there was 
not some occult influence in the relation 
that shaped the destiny of the actor of last 
night, and made him what he is, the droll­ 
est of comedians, and most successful and 
respected disciple of the American stage.

R ecobd-U n io n : The note in your 
local columns of yesterday concerning the 
abundance of water secured on the Stephens 
place, by Mr. Rose, from a 32-inch well 120 
feet in depth, has excited universal atten­ 
tion among our citizens, and demonstrates 
the correctness of the opinion advanced by 
the Water Committee of the Improvement 
Association, that an inexhaustible supply 
of pure, clear, artesian water may be had 
at our very doors, and that, too, at a merely 
nominal expense. 
While our Trustees have been tem­ 
porizing 
and 
refusing 
to carry 
out 
the suggestion of the Water Commit­ 
tee to test the question of supply. Post­ 
master Stephens, by having the courage of 
his opinions, has put a whole city to 
shame. At an expense of about $10,000 
he has equipped a pumping station and 
developed a flow of water that would sup­ 
ply the city of San Francisco. This water- 
supply lies immediately below 70 feet of 
impervious clay and, to use the language 
of your interesting report, “would rise 
above the surface did it not pass of through 
a gravel deposit encountered 30 feet below 
the surface.” 
The microbes that have 
been terrorizing our good people since Mr. 
Humbert’s report, will have to do some 
lively burrowing to get through those 70 
feet of hard-pan in time for breakfast. Can 
a better protection against surface con­ 
tamination be imagined than this 70 feet 
of compressed adobe? The water of the 
deep welis in our immediate neighborhood 
is similarly protected, and must be equally 
pure. 
In conclusion, permit me to express the 
hope that Mr. Stephens may not be served 
with an injunction restraining him from 
operating his pump, on the ground that lie 
is poaching on “Burns slough and the 
chain of lakes into which it empties.”

C. P. HUXTIXGTON’S PLANS POR 
FUTURE ACTION. 


T h e W o r k C o n t e m p la t e d U p o n E x ­ 
t e n s i o n s a n d N e w R o r * d s—M a t­ 
t e r s o f P u b l i c I n t e r e s t . 


S. S’. Call, March Kth.] 
CollisP. H untington l*x>ks but littleolder 
than he did a year ago. H is thick beard 
may be a trifle grayer, his hair a little 
thinner, br.t he seems te retain all bis old­ 
tim e vigor, both of m ind and body. His 
3tep is light, his «yes are clear and his 
glance as keen os ever. Of the two sur­ 
viving members of the big four wbo built 
the Central Pacific, he is osrtainly the 
m ore nowerful. A pparently, be has years 
of life before h im . 
H e talks freely and 
agreeably ; his m em ory, apparently, is pro­ 
digious, as be betrays the mo3t complete 
fam iliarity w ith every detail of his enor­ 
mous interests, both in California and 
throughout the East. H e owns and con 
trols thousands of miles of railroad and 
steam er lines.; his possessions are practi 
caiiy unlim ited. H e can travel from the 
A tlantic to the Pacific, from Newport News 
to Portland, Oregon, over his own track, 
som ething that neither Jay Gonld nor Van 
derbilt can do. 
Mr. H untington is engaged now in an in­ 
spection of the Southern Pacific system. 
H e left New Orleans more than a m onth 
ago, and has been traveling every since. 
H is special train took him over the M exl 
can International to Torreon, thence to 
Mexico City, where he was entertained by 
President Diaz, whom be speaks of as a 
man of great power and ability, who is 
building up his country. Thence he has 
been traveling by easy stages to this city. 
He arrived here on Friday last and plunged 
into business alm ost im mediately. 
“ There is nothing unusual in my visit 
here at this tiuse ” he said to a Call reporter 
last night. 
“ I have big interests in Cali 
fornia and am aDxious to see how they are 
getting along. The system is in good condi­ 
tion now, and is the best equipped line in 
the country. 
We have plenty of rolling 
stock and motive power, and will have no 
difficulty in handling whatever freight is 
brought us. 
Rates are low, though,” he 
continued, “we are not getting w hat the 
service is worth. 
Our earnings are large, 
but so are our expenditures, and there 
is not enough margin between them . That 
is an unhealthy state of affairs and shows 
that prices are not what they onght to be.” 
“ Do you propose doing much in the way 
of extensions this y ear” ” was asked. 
“ About the usual am ount,” answered 
Mr. H untington. “ W e shall probably lay 
about 300 miles of track in the State, about 
the same as last year. There is nothing 
special in contem plation. We shall proba­ 
bly build some line in the San Joaquin 
valley, and finish those now under con­ 
struction, put in a line somewhere up 
north, and do som ething in the Coast line. 
How m uch we shall do there I cannot yet 
say ; I propose visiting that country m y­ 
self to see w hat the physical obstructions 
below Santa Margarita are like. If the 
work is going to be very heavy, proba­ 
bly we won’t build at once ; if it is not, we 
may do som ething soon. 
We will do our 
building from this end, however; it is the 
most practicable. 
" About local lines I’ll have to talk to 
Colonel Crocker. 
He knows more about 
them than I do. W e may do a little build­ 
ing into Lake county, and we may cross it 
to Mendocino county from Fruito, or per­ 
haps build another line from a point fur­ 
ther north—nearer Redding. It is too early 
to tel k about these m atters at present, as 
nothing has been decided regarding them . 
We may do a little down Monterey way, 
but bow m uch or in what direction I can­ 
not say.” 
How about the tinanciai standing of 
the company?” was asked. 
■ It never was better,” replied Mr. H unt­ 
ington. 
“ The Southern Pacific is one of 
the most prosperous and strongest proper­ 
ties in the country. 
It owes but little 
money, and stands well. Its earning ca­ 
pacity is great, aud constantly increasing. 
’’ There is nothing in all this talk about 
a change of management. There will be 
no change. Mr. Towne will rem ain here as 
General Manager, and a most capable one 
he makps. The operating and accounting 
headquarters will always he here, and that 
is about all there is of a railroad. We m ight 
decide to move the executive headquarters 
to Nev.- York ; that is, we would dictate the 
policy of the company from there, but such 
a move has not been discussed or talked of; 
i' is only a possibility. There may lie some 
changes in the Directory, too. Mr. Gage 
nicy go East to assist Senator Stanford : he 
i- the President's assistant, you know. 
’ Regarding the mortgage recently filed 
0:1 the Northern Railroad Company’s prop- 
i t y there is nothing to say. 
It is just an 
ordinary blanket 
mortgage, covering a 
groat inanv small lines of road we have 
built recently. 
A portion of it is to take 
up old bonds. The other bonds we will 
fi c t when it appears desirable to us to do 
so.” 
How about the other Southern Pacific 
extensions, Mr. H unlineton?” was asked. 
We don’t intend buiidiDg further north 
than the Columbia river. The term inus of 
- system is at Portland and will rem ain 
mere. 
Tacoma and Seattle are out of our 
bailiwick. 
The California and Oregon 
r >aa I regard as one of the best of our 
rues. 
It is a ipxxi property and in a very 
few years will be exceedingly prosperous. 
I- traverses a splendid country, and ie 
bound to increase in value. I wanted 
that line for a long time, and it took me 
three years to get it—the stockholders were 
all in Europe. 
It does not pay yet, but it 
wili .n time. I suppose if the Northern 
Pacific owned the road it would be doing a 
local-business with our line on this side o’’ 
the mountains. Instead, however, it is a 
pretty brisk through line. 
Ir.-Mexico, the International will prob­ 
ably be extended to Durango. That State 
is probably the best in the union. The 
m ining interests there are imixense. I 
wrote to the Governor of Durango, offering 
to buiki if he would do certain things— 
make certain concessions—and he promised 
he would. 
It will take some little time to 
bring them round, however. 
There is 
plenty of freight at Durango. 
It is a great 
silver milling district, aud there ere just 
millions cf tons of ore there on the dumps 
ready to be moved by the first railroad that 
comes along. 
You can haul ore that will 
viek] three or four hundred dollars a ton a 
long way. 
We have a line surveyed and 
located and there need be ne delay in start­ 
ing work j usl as soon as we are ready. 
” 1 am also building Hues in Texas and 
have of late done a great deal to the Chesa­ 
peake aud ' tbio system. It is now in 41-rst- 
rlass -condition; the lines that 1 own m y­ 
self always are. 
I like to have them in 
good order 
I can run a mile a m inute 
over aoy o! ray own tracks. 
“Yea,” continued Mr. H untington, "I 
carried the Chesapeake and Ohio for a long 
time. I own about 240.000 shares of stock 
in it. O f course 1 would sell it or any 
other property I have if I got my price, 
though í am not thinking of selling any­ 
thing last at present. I have just bnilt a 
road along the Ohio river on which there 
is abont 102,000 feet of masonry. There 


are several other lin^S of road in that re 
gion, but this lime I built for the purpose 
of tapping a coal mine. 
Its grades are 1 
light enough to perm it one engine to haul 
about 1,500 tons of freight, and th at is a 
pretty heavy haul, I can tell you. T hat's 
w hat I wanted 
it for—freight can he 
hauled cheaply over a line w ith low 
grades.” 
_ , 
“ W hat do yon think of the Union Pa­ 
cific surveys'?” was asked. 
“I don’t apprehend that the Union Pa­ 
cific intends building in here,” was the an ­ 
swer. “ These surveys, I imagine, are part 
of the programme arranged to impress the 
people at W ashington. I don’t imagine 
they are m eant for anything. It would 
not'pay them to cross the m ountains and 
would cost a great deal. They said, you 
know, that if relieved of their debt to the 
Government they would build branches 
everywhere.” 
“ Áre the relations between the Southern 
Pacific and the Union Pacific friendly?” 
“ Yes,” was the answer, "q u ite friendly. 
There are no disputes between us. W e are 
building together the Union Depot at Og­ 
den. Under our charter we are giving 
them the bulk of our freight at Ogden. 
There are no disputes between us. nor will 
the fact that the Denver and Rio Orande is 
being broad-gauged make any difference. 
It will be better for that line, though under 
our charter we cannot give them much 
business at Ogden. There is no truth in 
the statem ent that we are behind the Pa­ 
cific Short Line—not a particle of truth in 
the story. I know Mr. Negus, and believe 
that he proposes building from Corinne up 
toward cettain coal mines. 
He i9 a very 
clever man, and has everything with which 
to build a line but m oney.” 
“ How does the Central Pacific pass over 
the Sierras compare with others to the 
north?” 
“ It is certainiy the best way over,” was 
the answer. " W e surveyed all the other 
passes, but considered none were as good as 
that over the sum m it. The others are very 
good in their way, but their approaches are 
difficult. 
We have there a good grade both 
east and west.” 
Talking generally, Mr. H untington said 
he did not think it probable that Jay Gonld 
or any one else proposed building to Cali­ 
fornia at an early date. He owned no 
shares in the Santa Fe, nor did he waLt 
any. It would have been easy enough to 
pick up a controlling interest during the 
recent excitement, for nearly all the stock 
was in the m arket. It is held nearly alto­ 
gether in small parcels. 
Regarding his 
steamer lines Mr. H untington said that 
that between New Orleans and Rio de J a ­ 
neiro was now proving profitable. The 
Morgan Company is having their new 
steamers built at Cramp’s yard, one of 
which will be of 5,000 tons burden. 
Re­ 
garding proposals to reduce expenses here, 
he could not tell w hether anything would 
be done or not. H e proposed going over 
the ground with his associates, and w her­ 
ever there was room things would be cut 
down. 
“ It is our policy at all times,” he said in 
this connection, “ to keep expenses as low 
as possible. We may conclude to reduce 
forces in any departm ent, but we will come 
to these things in the course of business.” 
Mr. H untington stated that he was inter­ 
ested in African railroads, in a projected 
line from the Zanzibar coast to Lake Albert 
Nyanza, and another one around Stanley 
Pool on the Congo. The first one was a 
project of Mr. M cKinnon, wbo, he said, is 
the largest ship-owner in the world. 
RAILROAD NOTES. 
Colonel C. F. Crocker states that there is 
no truth in the story that the Executive 
D epartm ent of the Southern Pacific Co,u- 
pany is to be removed to New York. To a 
Call reporter last night he said: "Such a 
proposition has never been mentioned or 
discussed in m y presence. It would be 
necessary in such an event that the Di­ 
rectors should reside in the East, and that 
is out of the question. There will be no 
changes of greac m om ent made at the an­ 
nual meeting. It is probable that Mr. 
Stillm an will be elected a Director. He 
will continue his present relations in regard 
to Mrs. Searles’ property, and in addition 
will be interested in the business of the 
road. Probably he will spend more of his 
time on the coast in future. No other 
changes of im portance will take place.” 
The 
Southern 
Pacific Company has 
changed the departure tim e of its Eastern 
excursions. H itherto they have been leav­ 
ing here every Saturday. In future they 
will go out on W ednesday. Arrangements 
have been made to run the Sunset excur­ 
sions through to Cincinnati via New Or­ 
leans. The west-bound Sunset parties are 
still being well patronized, every excursion 
bringing out its full quota of passengers. 
The managers of "California on W heels,” 
the traveling show that was sent East to 
advertise the State, are having trouble. 
The Fitchburg road managers declined to 
take the cars into Massachusetts because the 
cars are too high to go safely through the 
tunnels. The car agents cut ofl their car 
chimneys and have renewed their request 
for transportation. The roads leading into 
Maine declined to rnn the two cars for less 
than thirty cents a mile, so the trip into 
M aine has been abandoned. 
The sum m er time-table of the Southern 
Pacific, coast division, will go into effect 
soon, probably w ithin two weeks. The 
new Del Monte limited express, a fast 
weekly train to San Jose and Monterey , 
will be pat on at this time. The sum m er time 
schedule of the South Pacific Coast divi­ 
sion will go into effect April 1st—Monday 
next. The sum m er tiine-iable of the North 
Pacific Coast will begin on Sunday next.

THE RAILROADS. 


C. P. HCNTINGTOX’S PLANS POR 
FUTURE ACTION. 


T h e W o rk C o n te m p la te d U p o n E x ­ 
te n s io n s a n d N ew R or^ds—M a t­ 
te r s o f P a b llc I n te r e s t.

CollisP. H untington l<joks but littleolder 
than he did a year ago. H is thick beard 
m ay be a trifle grayer, his hair a little 
thinner, bt.t he seema to retain all bis old­ 
tim e vigor, both of m ind and body. H is 
3tep is light, his eyes are clear and his 
glance as keen as ever. Of the two sur­ 
viving mem bers of the aig four who built 
the Central Pacific, he is certainly the 
■morer.owerful. A pparently, ire has years 
of life before 'aim . 
H e talks freely and 
agreeably ; his m em ory, apparently, is pro­ 
digious, as he betrays the most complete 
fam iliarity w ith every detail of his enor­ 
m ous interests, both in California and 
throughout the East. 
H e owns and con­ 
trols thousands of miles of railroad and 
■steamer lines; his possessions are practi­ 
cally unlim ited. H e can travel from the 
A tlantic to the Pacific, from Newport News 
to Portland, Oregon, over his own track 
som ething that neither Jay Gould nor Van­ 
derbilt can do. 
H r. H untington is engaged now in an in­ 
spection of the Southern Pacific system. 
H e left New Orleans more than a m onth 
ago, and has been traveling every since 
H is special train took him over ihe Mexi­ 
can International to Torreon, thence to 
Mexico City, where he was entertained by 
President Diaz, whom he speaks of a sa 
m an of great power and ability, who is 
building up bis country. Thence he has 
been traveling by easy stages to this city. 
He arrived here on Friday last and plunged 
into business alm ost im mediately. 
“ There is nothing unusual in my visit 
here at this tinse ” he said to a Call reporter 
last night. 
“ I have big interests in Cali­ 
fornia and am aDxious to see how they are 
getting along. The system is in good condi­ 
tion now, and is the best equipped line in 
the country. 
We bave plenty of rolling 
stock and motive power, and will have no 
difficulty in handling whatever freight is 
brought us. 
Kates are low, though,” he 
continued, “ we are not getting w hat the 
service is worth. 
Our earnings are large, 
but so are our expenditures, and there 
is not enough margin between them . T hat 
is an unhealthy state of atfairs and shows 
that prices are not what they ought to be.” 
“ Do you propose doing much in the way 
of extensions this y e a r? ” was asked. 
■' About the usual am ount,” answered 
Mr. H untington. “ W e shall probably lay 
about J00 miles of track in the State, about 
the same as last year. There is nothing 
special in contem plation. We shall proba­ 
bly bniid some line in the San Joaquin 
valley, and finish those now under con­ 
struction, put in a line somewhere up 
north and do som ething in the Coast line. 
How m uch we shall do there I cannot yet 
say, I propose visiting that country my- 
seif to see w hat the physical obstructions 
below Santa Margarita are like. If the 
work is going to be very heavy, proba­ 
bly we won’t build at once; if it is not, we 
may do som ething soon. 
We will do our 
building from this end, however; it is the 
most practicable. 
About local lines I ’ll have to talk to 
Colonel Crocker. 
He knows more about 
them than I do. W e may do a little build­ 
ing into Lake county, and we may cross it 
to Mendocino county from Fruito, or per­ 
haps build another line from a point iur- 
tber north—nearer Redding. It is too early 
to te lk about these m atters at present, as 
nothing has been decided regarding them . 
We may do a little down Monterey way, 
but how m uch or in what direction I can­ 
not say.” 
• How about the financial standing of 
the company?” was asked. 
It never was better,” replied Mr. H unt­ 
ington. 
“ The Southern Pacific is one of 
the most prosperous and strongest proper­ 
ties in the country. It owes but little 
money, and stands well. Its earning ca­ 
pacity is great, and constantly increasing. 
• There is nothing in all this talk about 
a change of management. 
There will be 
no change. Mr. Towne will rem ain here as 
General Manager, and a most capable one 
he makes. The operating and accounting 
headquarters will always he here, and that 
is about all there is of a railroad. We m ight 
ie to move the executive headquarters 
io New York ; that is, we would dictate the 
policy of the company from there, but such 
a move has not been discussed or talked of; 
it i? only a possibility. There may besóm e 
changes in the Directory, too. Mr. Gage 
nicy go East to assist Senator Stanford ; he 
l- the President’s assistant, you know. 
‘ Regarding the mortgage recently filed 
on the Northern Railroad Company's prop­ 
erty there is nothing to say. 
It is just an 
ordinary blanket 
mortgage, covering a 
great many small lines of road we have 
built recently. 
A portion of it is tc take 
up old bonds. The other bonds we will 
ri 
when it appears desirable to us to do 
so.” 
How about the other Southern Pacific 
extensions. Mr. H untington’" was asked. 
We don't intend building further north 
then the Columbia river. The term inus of 
;:r system is at Portland and will rem ain 
there. 
Tacoma and Seattle are out of our 
bailiwick. 
The California and Oregon 
r iad I regard as one of the best ot our 
Hues 
It is a good property and in a very 
few years will be exceedingly prosperous. 
It traverses a splendid country, and is 
hound to increase in value. 1 wanted 
that line for a long time, and it took me 
three years to get it—the stockholders were 
ail in Europe. 
It does not pay yet, but it 
within time. 
I suppose if the Northern 
Pacific owned the road it would be doing a 
local'business with our line on this side of 
the mountains. Instead, however, it is a 
pretty brisk through line. 
‘In-Mexico, the International will prob­ 
ably be extended to Durango. T hat State 
is probably the best in the union. The 
m ining interests there are imixense. -I 
wrote to the Governor of Durango, offering 
to build if he would do certain things— 
make certain concessions—and he promised 
he would. 
It will take some little time to 
bring them round, however. 
There is 
plenty of freight at Durango. It is a great 
stiver m ining district, and there are ju st 
millions cf tons of ore there on the dum ps 
ready to be moved by the first railroad that 
coroes along. 
You can haul ore that will 
yield three or four hundred dollars a ton a 
long way. 
We have a line surveyed and 
located and there need be n© delay in start­ 
ing work usl as soon as we are ready. 
"f am also building lines in Texae and 
have of late done a great deal to the Chesa­ 
peake and “ bio system. It ie now in C-rst- 
class condition; the lines tb«T I own m y­ 
self always are. 
I like to have them in 
good order 
I can run a mile a m inute 
over any ot my own tracts. 
“Yee,’’ continued Mr. H untington, JT 
carried the Chesapeake and Ohio for a long 
time. 1 own about 240.000 shares of stoct 
in it. Of couwte I would sell it or any 
other property I have if I got my price, 
though í am not thinking ot selling any­ 
thing iast at present. I have just bnilt a 
road along the Ohio river on which there 
is about 162,006 feet of masonry. There 


are several other linas of road in that re I 
gion, but this hue I built for the purpose 
of tapping a coal mine. 
Its grad-a are 
light enough to perm it one engine to haul 
about 1,500 tons of freight, and th at is a 
pretty heavy haul, I can tell you. T hat's 
w hat I wanted 
it for—freight can be 
hauled cheaply over a line w ith low 
grades.” 
“ W h itt do you th in k of the U n io n P a ­ 
cific surveys?” was asked. 
_ 
“I don’t apprehend that the Union Pa­ 
cific intends building in here,” was the an ­ 
swer. “ These surveys, I imagine, are part 
of the programme arranged to impress the 
people at W ashington. I don’t imagine 
they are m eant for anything. It would 
not pay them to cross the m ountains and 
would cost a great deal. They said, you 
know, that if relieved of their debt to the 
Government they would build branches 
everywhere.” 
“ Áre the relations between the Southern 
Pacific and the Union Pacific friendly?” 
“ Yes,” was the answer, “ quite friendly. 
There are no disputes between us. W e are 
building together the Union Depot at Og­ 
den. Under our charter we are giving 
them the bulk of our freight at Ogden. 
There are no disputes between us. nor will 
the fact that the Denver and Rio Grande is 
being broad-gauged make any difference. 
It will be better for that line, though under 
onr charter we cannot give them much 
business at Ogden. There is no truth in 
the statem ent that we are behind the Pa­ 
cific Short Line—not a particle of truth in 
the story. I know Mr. Negus, and believe 
that he proposes building from Corinne up 
toward cettain coal mines. 
He is a very 
clever man, and has everything with which 
to build a line but m oney.” 
“ How does the Central Pacific pass over 
the Sierras compare with others to the 
north?” 
“ It is certainty the best way over.” was 
the answer. “ We surveyed all the other 
passes, but considered none were as good as 
that over the sum m it. The others are very 
good in their way, but their approaches are 
difficult. 
We have there a good grade both 
east and west.” 
Talking generally, Mr. H untington said 
he did not think it probable that Jay Gould 
or any one else proposed building to Cali­ 
fornia at an early date. H e owned no 
shares in the Santa Fe, nor did he w att 
any. It would have been easy enough to 
pick up a controlling interest during the 
recent excitement, for nearly all the stock 
was in the m arket. It is held nearly alto­ 
gether in small parcels. 
Regarding his 
steamer lines Mr. H untington said that 
that between New Orleans and Rio de J a ­ 
neiro was now proving profitable. The 
Morgan Company is having their new 
steamers built at Cramp’s yard, one of 
which will be of 5,000 tons burden. 
Re­ 
garding proposals to reduce expenses here, 
he could not tell w hether anything would 
be done or not. H e proposed going over 
the ground with his associates, and wher­ 
ever there was room things would be cut 
down. 
“ It is our policy at all times,” he said in 
this connection, “ to keep expenses as low 
as possible. W e may conclude to reduce 
forces in any departm ent, but we will come 
to these things in the course of business.” 
Mr. H untington stated that he was inter­ 
ested in African railroads, in a proj-rted 
line from the Zanzibar coast to Lake Albert 
Nyanza, and another one around Stanley 
Pool on the Congo. The first one was a 
project of Mr. McKinnon, who, he said, is 
the largest ship-owner in the world. 
RAILROAD NOTES. 
Colonel C. F. Crocker states that there is 
no truth in the story that the Executive 
D epartm ent of the Southern Pacific Co.n- 
pany is to he removed to New York. To a 
Call reporter last night he said: “ Such a 
proposition has never been mentioned or 
discussed in my presence. It would be 
necessary in such an event that the Di­ 
rectors should reside in the East, and that 
is out of the question. There will be no 
changes of great mom ent made at the an­ 
nual meeting. It is probable that Mr. 
Stillm an will be elected a Director. He 
will continue his present relations in regard 
to Mrs. Searles’ property, and in addition 
will be interested in the business of the 
road. Probably he will spend more of his 
tim e on ihe coast in future. No other 
changes of im portance will take place.” 
The 
Southern 
Pacific Company has 
changed the departure tim e of its Eastern 
excursions. H itherto they have been leav­ 
ing here every Saturday. In future they 
will go out on Wednesday. Arrangements 
have been made to run the Sunset excur­ 
sions through to Cincinnati via New Or­ 
leans. The west-bound Sunset parties are 
still being well patronized, every excursion 
bringing out its full quota of passengers. 
The managers of “California on W heels,” 
the traveling show that was sent East to 
advertise the State, are having trouble. 
The Fitchburg road managers declined to 
take the cars into Massachusetts because the 
cars are too high to go safely through the 
tunnels. The car agents cut oil their car 
chimneys and have renewed their request 
for transportation. The roads leading into 
Maine declined to run the two cars for less 
than thirty cents a mile, so the trip into 
Maine has been abandoned. 
The sum m er time-table of the Southern 
Pacific, coast division, will go into effect 
soon, probably w ithin two weeks. The 
new Del Monte limited express, a fast 
weekly train to San Jose and Monterey, 
will be put on at this time. The sum m er time 
schedule of the South Pacific Coast divi­ 
sion will go into effect April 1st—Monday 
next. The sum m er time-table of the North 
Pacific Coast will begin ou Sunday next.

A M ining T u n n el Tap* a Su b terranean 
L ak e. 
P r e s c o tt, March 27th.—An underground 
lake was struck yesterday in the tnnnel of 
the United Verde copper mines, doing 
great damage to property. Just after three 
shots bad been tired in the faoe of the tn n ­ 
nel, which is over three hundred feet be­ 
neath the surface of the ground, an im ­ 
mense volume of water filled the entire 
tunnel, which is seven by five feet. The 
water shot out of the m outh of the tunnel 
in great volume, the miners barely escap­ 
ing with their lives. 
This im mense stream continued to flow 
.for five hours, at first apparently under 
great pressure, as it shot from the mouth of 
the tunnel several feet before touching the 
ground.

The end of the tunnel was near m e fur­ 
nace of the company, and a cave of earth 
from the surface occurred, carrying down 
the ak.g dum p, slag-pots, and some bullion 
from the yard. The earth is badly cracked 
around the furnace, and fears are enter­ 
tained lest the entire plant is carried into 
the bowels ot the earth.
